sion of congress with a view to 
adv ancing its program and dis­ 
arming dissenters as effectiv ely 
as possible. 
Actual formation of recom­ 
mendations starts this week. At 
the front President Roosev elt 
has placed treasury policy , ask­ 
ing his aides for conferences on 
w hat the federal gov ernment 
must spend in the nex t fiscal 
y ear 
and 
how to raise 
the 
money . 
W hatev er is decided, it will 
prov ide the hub for one of the 
m any controv ersies to resound in 
senate and house. Inv olv ed is 
the whole public and civil works 
and relief policy , liq uor and in­ 
come tax ation, budget balancing 
and the necessity for protecting 
national credit. 
The part to be taken by the 
monetary dispute depends pri­ 
marily on what happens between 
now and January 3, when con­ 
gress meets. For day s the gov­ 
ernm ent gold program has been 
steadied, but with no assurances 
of stabilization impending. 
The capitol debates appear 
likely to be colored by presiden­ 
tial recommendations for per­ 
m anent • railroad consolidation 
legislation, stock m arket con­ 
trol, some possible alterations in 
but not general rev ision of the 
securities act, ex press federal 
control over the liq uor industry , 
ratification of the St. Lawrence 
treaty and confirmation of Wil­ 
liam C. Bullitt as the first am­ 
bassador to the Soviet. 
Realizing th at enactm ent of 
this program hinges in great 
measure on how decisively are 
offset the challenges to what al­ 
ready has been done, recov ery 
agencies are heading up their 
work toward the day s when the 
leaders may be summoned before 
congressional committees. One 
line of the strategy is to order 
things so results can be cited to 
justify the ex traordinary enact­ 
ments of the ex tra session. 
Indicatio ns at the mo ment are 
fo r a less determined bulk o f o p ­ 
po sitio n than appeared in pro s­ 
pect a mo nth back. On the in­ 
flammato ry mo ney questio n, fo r 
ex ample, less is being heard here 
fro m tho se who o n the o ne 
hand hav e been insistent o n 
o utright currency inflatio n and 
tho se o n the o ther who wo uld 
return to the o ld go ld standard.

Mr. William Feath er in h is daily column gives 
th e following interesting discourse on th e rea­ 
son for dep ressions. 
“We h ear it said th at bad times are p sych o­ 
logical. th at th e country h as th e same farms, 
th e same industries, th e same management, and 
th e same workers in bad and good times. Th ere­ 
fore, so th e argument runs, th ere are no bad 
times excep t as p eop le make th em by th eir th ink­ 
ing.”
